The disposition of th« German sub- 


marine corainander who sank the hos- 
pital ship, Dover Castle,, was, how- 
ever, especially • unsatisfactory. :Thc 
defendant was acquitted, not because 
the fact of the destruction of Une boa- 
' pltal ship was .denied, but mainly oh 
tie ground -that he w»s obeying the' 
orders of his government. He did vol- 
unteer the opinion that the retset was 


"not following the cottrac prescribed 


.by the German authorities ana his 
suspicion that it wan not confining Us 
operations strictly to the care of men 
•wounded in naval operations alone. 
]lut his acquittal was solely on the 
ground that he was1 not responsible 
lor the policies he was under obliga- 
tion to carry out. 


Thi« instantly raises the question 


ivhether" t h o s e 
who deliberately 


framed the orders nuder which the 
submarine commanders violated every 
rule ot warfare and of humanity are 
not to be brought to Justice. If the 
men who sank unarmed 
passenger 


vessels, leaMng tbosuands to perish, 
are to'go scot froe, the trlals'Jot "war 
criminals" will bo reduced to a ghast- 
ly farce. 
The minor sentences that 


liavo thus far been imposed »t VS'P- 
::ig are' pitifully incommensurate with 
the greater crimus for which the Ger- 
:man government stands arraigned* 
:aot before her own police courts, but 
Tjetore tae bar of outraged civilization, 
lit is the inen who arc directly respon- 
sible for the policy ot frightfulheas 
Deliberately adopted as the fo»t effec- 
tive means ot bringing the world un- 
der the feet of Germany's military 
leaders who ought to be brought to a 
realization ot. their guilt.
